2, Colonel Bexfield gave as the training mission for the 25X1A9A 

proposed special training program a general orientation or background 
on organization and operations of clandestine forces for the purpose 
of enabling better coordination and more intelligent understanding 
between the military forces, particularly those in the psychological 
warfare field, and the CIA forces, both in pre-war planning, and in 
wartime operations. Those primarily involved as students would be officers 
from the Army, Navy and Air Force Psychological Warfare Divisions;

3. DTR pointed out that to include all the subjects included 
in the JSFD memo would take months even for a familiarization or orien- 
tation course. He also pointed out the shortage of qualified personnel 
in CIA to prepare and conduct such training. However, he agreed with 
the need for a course to accomplish the mission suggested. He indicated 
Mr. I I would be the one in charge of developing it but cautioned 

against expecting too early preparation for it because of other 
priorities. 


4. Colonel B exfield advised that he did not believe the two 
weeks suggested in the JSFD memo was a firm limitation of the time 
student s°could be made available, but thought three weeks would 
probably be about the maximum. He agreed that , two weeks, at Washington
